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9DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 45-68, 77 and 89, drawn to a conduit for a power supply network. 
Group II, claim(s) 69-76, drawn to a method of transporting cryogenic energy resources. 
Group III, claim(s) 78-88, drawn to a pipeline for transport of cryogenic liquid. 

2. The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Locatelli (U.S. Pat. No. 4,887,433) and Linde AG (DE 19641647) were indicated 
as 'X' references in the International Search Report and establishes that claim 45 in its 
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current form lacks novelty. Geesthacht (EP 1338554) was indicated as an 'X' reference 
in the ISR and establishes that claim 69 in its current form lacks novelty. The existence 
of an anticipatory reference demonstrating that one or more generic claims lack novelty 
establishes that the groups do not relate to a single inventive concept. As set forth in 
MPEP §1850, the expression "special technical feature" is defined in PCT Rule 13.2 as 
meaning those technical features that define a contribution which each of the 
inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art.. .Whether or not any 
particular technical feature makes a contribution over the prior art, and therefore 
constitutes a special technical feature, should be considered with respect to novelty and 
inventive step. For example, a document discovered in the international search shows 
that there is a presumption of lack of novelty or inventive step in a main claim, so that 
there may be no technical relationship left over the prior art among the claimed 
inventions involving one or more of the same corresponding special technical features, 
leaving two or more dependent claims without a single general inventive concept. 

3. A telephone call was made to Connolly Bove Lodge & Hutz LLP on December 
13, 201 1 to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not 
result in an election being made.
